A Civil Suit Which Promises 
Startling Revellations. 


What Was Done With the $3,000 
Subscribed By the Street 
Sprinklers? 


They Are Now Suing Dave Josephs for the 


Sum Which They Allege Was Paid In ‘‘te 
Protect Their Interests at the City Hall 
—H. C. Pohiman, the Secretary of the 
Street Sprinkling Combine, Tells What 
He Knows About the Fund—He Heard 
That It Was Used to Beat the Devoy Ordi- 
nance,

A suit ofa rather pecullar and interesting 
character was filed early this afternoon in the 
Circuit Court by Attorney James P. Kerr 
against David Joseph and H. H. Stiebel and 
the St. Louls Improved Street Sprinkling Co., 
which hasin hand mostof the contracts for 
the city sprinkling. The suit recalls the or- 
ganization effected by the street 
sprinkling men in 1887, and 
brings out some peculiar transactions alleged 
to have taken place among the contractors. 
The contracts for that year were let out at 
pretty stiff prices, but there was no more talk 
then of a combination than there was the year 
previous. 

The sult filed to-day containsas the principal 
allegation the claim that Joseph and Stiebel, 
acting as officers of the St. Louls Improved 
Sprinkling Co. compelled all the streetsprink- 
ling contractors to contribute according to the 
number of wagons they used, to a $3,000 fund. 
The representatives of the company, itis al- 


leged, gave the contractors to understand that 
unless they paid their share they 
would got no chance at 
the contracts and would have to glye up the 
business.

That said Pfeffle, believing and relying on 
the statements aforesaid of defendants, did 
and wasthereby induced to pay defendants 
the said sum of $150; 

Thatthereby defendants became indebted 
to said Pfeffle for money had and roceived, in 
the sum last aforesaid, which remains due and 
wholly unpaid; 

Plaintiff states that said indebtedness has 
been assigned to him and that he is the owner 
thereof; 

Wherefore, plaintiff asks judgment against 
the defendants in the sum of $150 with interest 
and costs of suit.

10WA’S NEW GOVEKNOR. 


Railways and Prohibition Discussed in His 
Inaugural Address. g 


Ds Mornes, Io., Feb. N. —In his inaugural 
address, which the newly elected Democratic 
Governor, Boles, delivered this afternoon, he 
proceeded to take up, one by one, the most 
important public questions at present agitat - 
ing the people of the State of Iowa, 
discussing them at great length. Con- 
cerning the rallway situation he said: 


‘*Prior to our present laws the users of trans- 
portation were atthe mercy of the railway 
companies. They abused their power and to 
gain more dividends, individual and public 
rights were alike sacrificed.’ Coming to the 
question of prohibition, the Governor said that 
the prohibitory laws had been despised, dis- 
regarded and ignored in most of the large 
cities of the State fromthe day of its birth 
down to the present time. The use of intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage had been di- 
minished. Millions and millions of the capl- 
talofthe oiltizens had been invested in the 
business, and then it had been coldly 
wiped out without effort to compensate 
those who were ruined thereby. Whenever 
the law had been enforced owners had been 
impoverished. In his judgment the chief ob- 
stacle to the enforcement of the law lay in the 
fact that it was a cruel violation of one 
of tbe most valuable of human 
rights. It was iImpossiple to read the 
platform of the respective parties without 
reaching the conclusion that no political 
issue wes, ever more clearly defined, more 
thoroughly disclosed and better understood 
by the masses than that relating to this ques- 
tion, in the campaign which preceeded the 
last election. The ple of Iowa had 
through the only medium known to them 
for settling political issues, passed 
judgment on this question, They were, there- 
fore, bound in honor to furnish for those 
localities desiring ita most caretully ffamed 
license law. The atest care should be 
taken, of course, to keep the traffic out of the 
hands of improper parties. What Iowa need- 
ed was practical legislation on the subject. 
Legisiation that was broad enough to cover 
more than the views of a single class.

Canada Will Revise Her Tarif. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb., 27.—It is learnea in 
reliable quarters that there is to be a complete 
revision ofthe Oustoms tariff. Probably one 
ofthe most important changes affecting the 
United States will be an increase of from 50 to 
75¢ a barrel on wheat, flour and the removal of 
duty on Indian corn imported into Canada 
from the United States. At present the duty 


on wheat flour is only 500 per barrel, 
while the duty on the quantity of wheat at 
180 per bushel, required to make ono 
barrel of flour is 72c. As they have to 
importiarge quantities of American wheat, 
the Ontario millers protest against the in- 
equality in the two duties and the discrimina- 
tion in favor of the importation of American 
flour against which they cannot compete. 
The ple of the maritime Provinces, who 
purchase the greater part ofthe flour they 
consume from the United States, have pro- 
tested against an increase in the duty. 
The return frecentiy iaid before the 
Dominion Parilament shows that Can- 
ada imported my oY three - million busbels 
off corn from the United States last yeer, upon 
which $127,000 was paid for duty; during the 
name period 257,000 barrels of American flour 
were imported into the Dominion, upon 
which $129,000 was paid in duty. The duty on 
American fruite and vegetables will be reim- 

d and increased on boots and shoes, pork, 

fand fresh meats. A strong effort is being 
made to secure the abolition of the export 
duty on pine 1 shipped to the United 
States, but so far without encouraging assur- 
ances from the Government.

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[THE LAW ON THE CHIEF. 


CLEDE FLEMING’S ATTORNEY PREPARED 
TO ENFORCE HER CLAIMS. 


He Will Advise Her That She Has a Claim 
Against Chief of Police Huebler Under 
a Statute for $1,000—Further Complica- 
tions in the Famous Case—Trouble at 
Headquarters. 


It is now generally understood that Clede 
Fleming will return to St. Louis from Omaha 


and appear lu the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion next Saturday morning in order that 
Chief of Police Anton Huebler may be purged 
of contempt. There is no solid ground for 
this understanding, however. it appears to 
bea mere assumption. Chief Huebler him- 
self says he knows nothing about it. 

Capt. Jack Campbell, who went to Omaha to 
use his persuasive powers on the frail Clede, 
has not yet returned, andsofar as the Four 
Courts authorities are willing to disclose, has 
sent no word of the success of his excursion. 
The whole history of the case is by this 
time familiar to 8t. Louls readers. 
While there is no direct knowledge 
of the fact that Capt. Campbell isin Omaha to 
see Clede Fleming such has been tacitly ad- 
mitted to be true. Should such be his pur- 
pose, however, he may be laying the Chief 
liable in a number of ways. By bringing the 
woman to St. Louis he virtually admits 
that 

CHIEF HUEEBLER WAS IN CONTEMPT 
and acknowledges that the woman wasin his 
possession atthe time the notice of the writ 
of habeas corpus, in which a false return Is 
alleged to have been made, was 
served upon him. In this wise 
the attorneys for Miss Fleming argue 


that the chief is liable for heavy damages. 
Whether or not such an action will be brought 
yet remains to he seen. The chief was seen 
this morning in regard to such a sult. He 
said he knew nothing of it. 

He was asked whether a threat or notifica- 
tion ot such a proceeding had been made by 
either Mr. Harvey or Mr. McDonald. 

J have heard nothing of it, except in the 
nowspapers,’’ was his answer. 

Do you think any such action will be 
brought?’’ 

**I don’t know. Clede Fleming does not 
worry me very much. 

The chief would not say anything more 
Sone the matter. He was more reticent than 
usual. 

While no definite information has been re- 
ceived, it is expected that Capt. Campbell 
and the fair Clede will leave Omaha this 
evening, arriving in St. Louis early to-morrow 
acre Secretary Paschall of the Board of 
Police Commissioners refuses to state for 
what length of time Capt. Campbell has been 
given permission to remain out of the city. 

THOS. B. HARVEY, 
attorney for Clede Fleming, or Jennie Stew- 
art—the latter being her real name—was seen 
this morning by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
and questioned regarding the probable course 
of his client on her return to St. Louis. 

We advised her by telegraph to return to 
this city and she probably would not have 
done so without our advice. Her presence 
here will probably help Chief Huebler out of 
his present predicament, but she has redress 
for her past wrongs. Now, personally I am 
ve friendly toward Chief Huebler, 
bu of course I must look out 
for my § cliient’s interests. The law 
is unmistakable on certain points, and she 
can recover from Chief Huebler, 
wae assisted him damages as prescribed by 
aW. 

„Does she know what her rights are at 
present?’’ ' 

That I cannot say. 

**Iif she agrees to return with Capt. Camp- 
bell and not prosecute any claims for damages 
will that invalidate her ciaim?’’ 

„No, it will not. When she returns I, as 
her attorney, shall notify her of her rights, 
and l expect she will at once take steps to en- 
force them. The law is very plain regarding 
such cases.

Now, you see the law states that as ex- 
plicitly as it is possible todo so. We expect 
when she returns we will take steps to enforce 
the whole penalty. I have heard it said on 
the streets that this was one of the greatest 
and most uncalied for outrages ever commit- 
ted against the liberty of any human being.

DOINGS IN THE. COURTS. 


AN INTERESTING SUIT BETWEEN SALOON 
KEEPERS OWA NOTE. 


W. Schaeffer Promises to Pay H. W. Wulze 
$100 for Nothing—Darkness Throughout 
the Temple of Justice—Mrs. E. G. Fitch 
Loses Her Case—Eureka Vinegar Co. 
Re-Established—Smoke Not a Nuaisance— 
Legal Notes. 


The bad practice of making promissory 
notes without stating in them for what they 
are given forms the groundwork of an inter- 
esting suit being tried before a jury 
to-day in Judge Dillon’s court. 
William Schaeffer at one time 
prior to 1885 was a bartender for Henry W. 
Wulze. Mr. Wulze was keeping a saloon on 
Sixth and Pine streets in November, 1835, 
when Schaeffer went to him and said he 
wanted to go into business and if Wulze 
would assist him, he would give 
him $100. Wulze suggested 806 Chestnut 
street, and a few days later Schaeffer 
took possession. Just before moving in, 
however, be drew up a noteonthe backof a 
business card which reads: It I take pos- 
session of the saloon 306 Chestnut street I will 
pay H. W. Wuilze $100. W. Schaeffer. 
Nothing is said ot what Mr. Wulze was to do 
to earn the money. Mr. O'Neill Ryan, Mr. 
Schaeffer“ attorney, said he would 
prove that Mr. Wuizé did nothing 
to aid Mr. Schaeffer in getting 
the saloon, Mr. Wulze depends on the note 
entirely to secure judgment, and it bears no 
memoranduw stating that anything was to be 
done. The trial brings out some Mmteresting 
facts about the saloon business, how a brew- 
ery will rent a store, ix it up, put in the bar, 


furnish the beer and allow a man to run it 
until he pays offthe debt. Then he will buy his 
beer from some other brewery. More than the 
usual bitterness between plaintiff and de- 
fendant is shown inthis case as Mr. Wuize 
now runs a saloon next door to Mr. Schaeffer 
an Chestnut streetand has cut off some of 
Mr. Schaeffer's trade. 


Darkness atthe Court- House. 


The Court-house officials and clerks have 
had a great deal of trouble ot late with light. 
Just before the electric lights were placed in 
working order, the gas allover the buildings 
burned so dimly that candles were 


used in the court rooms, dy clerks, 
attornéysand judges. After the electric lights 
were turned on they would go out frequently 
or filcker, like flashes of imitation lightning 
in a storm scene on the stage. This was 
slightly exasperating, but never until to-day 
did the lights go entirely out. it is safe to 
say there was more profanity to the square 
inch in the Court house to-day than in 
any other building in the city. The electri- 
clans were called in, but could not ascertain 
what was the trouble, and up to a late hour 
this afternoon the 3 was shrouded ina 
deep and damp malarial gioom only slightly 
oe by the dim light of ‘‘two for five’’ 
candles. 


Smoke and Cindors Do No Damage. 


Twelve citizens acting as a jury decided 
yesterday that smoke and, cinders were not a 
nuisance antl that a rallroad track did not 
depreciate the value of property. It was in 


the case of Michael Keber vs. Missouri Pacific 
Rallroad Co. Mr. Keber owns the 
dullding on the southwest corner of Hroad- 
way and plar streets.

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damages, saying the rallroad company burned 
coal instead of coke on its engines running on 
Poplar street, and did not have a ‘‘cinder 
arrester’’ as required by law and city ordin- 
ance, And further,that thetrains stopped or be- 
befie ‘‘atalled’’ climbing up the Poplar street 
gcadg and biockaded Broadway. The smoke, 
citders, puffing and stopping, he said, drove 
his tenants away, made his store undesirable 
and depreciated the value of his property.

Mrs. E. G. Fitch Loses Her Case. 


Mrs. Ellen G. Fitch lost her suit against the 
Young & Sons Seed & Plant Co., which has 
been in progress of trial before a jury in Judge 
Dillon’s court two days. Mrs. Fitch was 


driving on Locust street,near Beaumont street, 
June 12, 1888, with several ladies. when they 
were run into by Young & Sons’ wagon,drawn 
by two mules. The tongue of the wagon 
struck Mrs. Fitch’s arm and abdomen and 
injured her severely and permanently. she 
entered suit for $5,000 damages, ciaiming the 
driver of the wagon was to blame for the accl- 
dent.

THOMAS O'BRIEN WAS EXECUTED TO-DAY 
AT LEXINGTON, KY. 


Five Months After His Clandestine Marriage 
He Brutally Mardered His Wife—The 
Story of His Crime, Arrest and Convie- 
tion—The Tell-Tale Note Found in the 
Room of Bettie Shea. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 27.—Thomas O’ Brien, 
the murderer of Bettie Shea, was hanged at 
11:59. The execution took place inthe jall yard 
and was witnessed by but few people. O'Brien 
maintained his bravado to the last. 

THE MURDER OF BETTIE SHEA. 
The crime which Thomas O’Brien, Jr., 


atoned for with his life to-day was the murder 
of his wife and her unborn babe on the night 
of March 31, 1889. O’Brien was 28 years of age, 
and for several years his chief occupation was 
wambling, although at times he conducted a 
grocery, and on one occasion had charge of u 
variety show.

THE WORLD’S FAIR ISSUE- 

The cry that the location of the World’s 
Fair in Chicago by the House was the re- 
sult of a partisan scheme in the interest 
of the Republican party is demonstrated 
to be absurd by the statement of the vote 
published in the Post-DrspaTcu. 

An analysis of the vote in the winning 
ballot shows that many Southern States 
gave Chicago votes, and that many Dem- 


ooratio Congressmen, North and South, 


supported that city. Chicago received 
from Alabama 1 vote, from Florida, 2; 
from Indiana, 11; Kentucky, 3; Louisiana, 
1; Tennessee, 8; Mississippi, 3; Texas, 6, 
and West Virginia, 3. All of the 
votes of Illinois and all the votes of Ohio, 
Democratic and Republican, went to Chi- 
cago. Some ot the Southern votes for 
Chicago were Republican, but some were 
Democratic, and surely six Representa- 
tives from Texas and Democratic Repre- 
sentatives from other Southern States 
would not vote for Chicago in order to 
assure a Republican victory. On a polit- 
ical issue the Republicans should have 
voted for St. Louls as against Chicago 


| because St. Louis was Republican at the 


last presidential election and Chicago was 
Democratic. Moreover the Republicans 
hope to carry Missouri at the next elec- 
tion. 

Polities probably influenced the decision | 
to some extent; so did business and vari- 
ous other considerations, but if there was 
a main issue it was that of geographical 
situation. Pyen this view of the result is 
weakened by an exchange of votes be- 
tween thé Eastand the West, but in the 
main Western men voted for the West 
and Eastern men forthe East. Had St. 
Louis developed the strength which Chi- 
cago displayed in successive ballots there 
is no reason to doubt that the bulk of 
Chicago’s support would have come to St. 
Louis. 

The decision was a victory of the West 
over the East, and Chicago having the 
larger support of the two Western candi- 
dates won ina fairand square contest.

ABUSE OF POLICE POWER. 

The Clede Fleming case shows how the 
protection guaranteed by the laws to the 
life, liberty and property of the citizen is 
disregarded by the police of American 
cities generally. They have set up for 
their own guidance a code of professional 
courtesy and usage, under which they 
can have arrests made on bogus warrants 
in distant cities, by simply telegraphing 
that a certain person is wanted, and the 
person designated is thereupon arrested 
and held in prison on some charge, made 
only to be dismissed after the foreign po- 
liceman arrives with a requisition. 

The requisition itself is often a mere ruse 
to get the person back intoa foreign juris- 
diction for some purpose very different 
from that indicated by the warrant. In 
this Clede Fleming case the indictment 
against her was dismissed as soon as she 
was taken back to Omaha. And yet by 
police collusion the writ of habeas corpus 
issued in her favor was disobeyed, the 
Chief of Police himself aided an Omaha 
policeman to kidnap and deprive her of 
the benefit of the judicial examination to 
which the law entitled her, and all this 
was done apparently for no other purpose 
but to enable the keeper of a disreputable 
resort in Omaha to collect an unpaid 
board bill. 

The fact that victims of this system of 
arrest and extradition are generally too 
poor, or perhaps too disreputable, to go 
into the courts and get vindictive dam- 
ages, is one of the best reasons for firm 
and seyere court action against all such 
abuse of police authority. Itis a sort of 
oppression in office that should never be 
passed over without severe rebuke and 
exemplary punishment.

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VInGINLA's effort to prevent the im- 
portation of dressed beef from other 
States takes the form of a statute provid- 
ing that all meats offered for sale At 
points 100 miles distant from the place of 
slaughter shall be first inspected by the 
County Inspector and be subject to an 
inspéction fee of lcent a pound. This is 
an inspection law which does not appear 
to discriminate against imports fromiother 
States, since it applies equally to meats 
killed in Virginia and offered for sale 
within the State at points 100 miles dis- 
tant from the place of slaughter. But all 
the same, the courts ‘will hold this law 
unconstitutional so far as they see in its 
operation asubstantial regulation of in- 
terstate commerce or a serious obstacle to 
the freedom of trade between the States.

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ANOTHER KOETTER’S HOTEL SCHEME OR-

The Circular Sent Out To-Day Requesting 
Attendance at a Meeting. Over a Fourth 
Street Cigar Storé—City Counselor Bell 
£xplains Why the Election for Marshal 
Will Be Held Under the Old System. 


One thing which has been puzzling the poll- 
ticlans, in connection with the election for 
City Marshal to be held next Tuesday, is that 
the Mayor’s proclamation: orders it to be held 
under the old law. Many inquiries are being 
made as to how the election can be held under 
the old system when the new law providing 
for the Australian system of voting bas been 
promulgated. Doubts have been expressed 
as to whether the election would be legal on 
this account. 

This morning in order to put the minds of 
the politicians at rest on this point a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter called on City Counsellor 
Bell, and informed him of thesuspicion which 
bad been aroused as to whether the election 
would be legal if the voting was not done 
under the Australian system. Mr. Bell said: 

The election will not be held under the old 
law, but under the new law, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the old system will be used. 
Section 4,792 of the article on elec- 
tions in the Revised Statutes is fol- 
lows: This article shall not apply 
to elections for public office determined oth- 
erwisethan by ballot; to a school township 
or village election when no State or county 
officers are to be voted for, nor to any special 
election held in only one county. 

„St. Louls is the same as a county, and 
hence you see that the election will not be 
under the old law, as some have supposed, 


but under the new law. The sithation there- 
fore is just the reverse of what has been 
believed. 

THE DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEE. 

The Democratic City Central Committee met 
last night in the office of Justice Spaulding to 
consider the advisability of nominating a can- 
didate for City Marshal. Chairman Carlisle 
presided and there was a good representation 
of members. The pr sition was made that 
no convention be held, but that the committee 
indorse a candidate. There was a lengthy 
discussion, the outcome of which was that the 
committee decided that it had no authority to 
make a nomination. It was accordingly de- 
cided to hold a convention next Saturday and 
a sub-committee was appointed to select a 
place. Mass-meetings were ordered tu be 
held in the varfous wards Friday evening to 
select delegates. 

The action of the committée last night has, 
it was ascertained this morning, caused con- 
siderable dissatisfaction in the Democratic 
ranks. Many ofthe party leaders openly de- 
clare that it was most inpjddicious and can not 
resultin anything but injury to the party. 
There is no Democrat who would stand any 
show of election, wno wants to run, it is said, 
and to put up aman who will be beafen clear 
out of sight will hurt the party in the 
fall electioss, as many Will take the vote as an 
indication of the relative strength of the par- 
ties. Among the men who it was thought 
would make a good race and who were asked 
to run were: John C. Lobrum, Tony Stuever 
and Tom Barrett, allof whom have declined, 
however, and pow there are only two names 
mentioned in connection with the nomination 
They are those of Capt. Wm McClellan, the 
present Boiler Inspector, and J. M. Sulit 
van, formerly a momber of the House 
of Delegates. It is doubtful whether 
Capt. McCielian will — and 
it is said that the convention was called prin- 
cipally through the influence of Sullivan,who 
is desirous of making the race. A number of 
Democrats who are unfavorable to any nom 
nation in discussing the committee’s action 
this morning said that they did not believe 
there would be much chance of Sullivan mak- 
ing even a good showing, as when he ran for 
the House in the Fourteenth Ward, where be 
lives, he was defeated by a er ny of hundred 
votes notwithstanding that the ward hasa 
Democratic majority of 800. So opposed are 
some of the party to any nomination that 
some of thém will try and influence their 
wards not to send any delegation to the con- 
vention. 

THE SITUATION. 

A well-known Democratic politician, in 
summing up the situation this morning, said: 
„»The action of the committee was, I think, 
extremely foolish. All the sympathy is with 
Thomas, and any number of Democrats are 
deciaring that they will vote for him. Owing 
to the certainty that the man elected will have 
to contest his right to ssession for at 
least ajyear in the courts/after his election, no 
Democrat who would wake a good race is 
willing to accept. Now, what use is there in 
nominating a man who won’t stand a ghost of 
a show and have the party swamped? it 
would have a bad effect on the fall elections, 
and Jam against it. Thomas is well known 
to the people through his canvass before and 
through his contest. The Demvcfatic nom 
ince will have just three days to make him- 
self known, and what show will he have un- 
der such circomstan¢ges? He won't be in it.“ 

This is but a sanipie of the talk whicha 
number of Democrats are freely making, and 
since this sentiment exists, itis not improb- 
able that some of ‘the wards instead of send- 
ing delegations to the convention will report 
resolutions againstany nomination.

" A mecting of the Germania Club was held 
tast evening to arrange for the celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of its organiza- 
tion which falle on April 26. For some time 
past the members have been discussing among 
themselves the question of how they should 
commemorate their silver jubilee, but as yet 
they have arrived at no definate conclusion,and 
in fact have not even positively determined to 
have any celebration at all. The meeting last 
night failed to solve the problem. After a 
desultory discussion of the matter, it was de- 
cided to appoint a committee of five to con- 
sider the manner of celebration and report to 
a future meeting of the organization. Carl 
Daenzer, Richard Doench, Charles Speck, Ed 
Kehr and Leopold Methudy were placed on 
the committee. 
HISTORY OF THE CLUB. 

It was in the office of James Taussig in the 
spring of 1865 that twelve gentlemen of 
German nativity discussed the question of 
organizing a social club, to be known as the 
Germania. The idea was to create a place 
where the more prominent German residents 
ofthe city could meet with their families 
and enjoy themselves in a sociah way 


and become intimately associated and better 
acquainted with each other, The organiza- 
tion had for an object the fostering of musi- 
cal, dramatic and literary entertainments. It 
was decided that such a club could be for 
and sustained and the twelve gentlemen 
started out to solicit subscriptions for it. In 
two weeks they had collected in the neighbor- 
hood of $60,000 and a membership between 
three hundred and four hundred was 
cured. In fact the club was a success 
its inception. Its formal organization was 
completed in a small ball over Hertal’s 
saloon on Market between Second and Third 
streets where the early members signed their 
names to the roll. Of the twelve men who 
originally started the club and were its char- 
ter members, four only are now alive. They 
are August Waldauer, ames Taussig, Charles 
Balmer and William Doench. 
named are still residents of the city, but Mr. 
Doench now lives in Germany. 
THE CLUB HOUSE. 

As soon as the club had been organized and 
the subscriptions collected the members be-

hey purchased the old James Harrison 
howestead at the southwest corner of Eighth 
and Gratiot streets, and this building das 
served as their club house ever since. hen 
purchased the dwelling was not large 
enough for the club’s purposes and they 
built an addition to it cunsisting of 4&4 
large entertainment hall, with a usage. 
time of the purchase the neighborhood was 
one of the most fashionable residence dis- 
tricts in the clty and the buildin 
large lot. The property cost the o 
thirty ana fo thousand dollars originally, 
and the extensive additions which were made 
ran the total cost very high, as brick work 
was not so cheap in those days as it is at pres- 
ent. Through the improvements made the 
organization ran itself considerably in debt, 
and a few years one they had to part with the 
bulldi which is now the property of the 
Connecticut Mutual Insurance Co., from 
which the clab rents.

“ROME AS MOST WORTHY. 


4 Bishop for St, Joseph May Also Be Ap- 
pointed—Well-Known St. Louis Priests 
Whose Names Are Being Discussed in 
the Council Te-Day at the Archbishop’s 
Residence. 


A most important meeting of Catholic 
bishops was held to-day at the residence of 
Archbishop Kenrick on Sixteenth and Chest- 
mut streets. There were present: Bishop 
Hennessy of Dubuque, Io.; Bishop Bonacum 
of Lincoln, Neb.; Bishop Cosgrove of Daven- 
port, Io.; Bishop Hennessy of Wichita, Kan. ; 
Bishop Scanian of Concordia, Kan.; Bishop 
Fink of Leavenworth, Kan., and Bishop 
Hogan of Kansas Clty. The only two 
bishops in the archdiocese who were 
absent were Bishop Burke of Cheyenne, 
Wyo!, and Bishop O'Connor of Omaha, Neb. 
Bishop Burke is in Europe and Bishop O’Oon- 
nor is dying in Pittsburg, Pa. 

The purpose of the meeting, which was pro- 
sided over by Archbishop Kenrick, was to act 
upon the request of the dying Bishop of 
Omaha to appoint a coadjutor bishop for his 
diocese. The session was an executive one 


and lasted several hours. As the choiceo o 


the bishops has to be ratified by the Pope 
nothing positive could be ascertained as to the 
selection made. Tle custom isto send on to 
Rome three names from which the Pope 
can choose. These names are marked worthy, 
more worthy and most worthy. It is very 
seldom that the Pope is not entirely governed 
in bis selection by the recommendatlon of the 
Bishopric, and hence when a priest is marked 
as most worthy for elevation to the Bishopric, 
that is equivalent to an appeintment. It was 
generally conceded dy the priests to-day that 


the late marked most worthy to 
be djutor Bishop of Omaha was 
Vicar-General Beaty of St. Louis. 
a ather Brady’s name 
has been sent on to 
Rome twice before, and 
this time it is said to be 
the first on the list. If 
such was the choice of 
the bishops—and there 
ie hardly a doubt of it— 
» their decision will meet 
wn the general in- 
5 dorse ment of the clergy 
in this diocese. Father 
’ Brady, though Vicar- 
General of the St. Louis 
; Diocese, is still a young 
man. He is not more 
7 than 40 years of age. 
1 For — years he was 
Vicar-General Brady. pastor of the Annunci- 
ation Church, in the 
—— ofthe city. It was while he was 
‘stationed there that he was appointed Vicar- 
General. When Rev. J. J. Hennessy, pastor of 
St.John’s Church, was made Bishop of Wich- 
ita, about a year ago. Viear- General Brady 
was given charge of that church. Since his 
pastorate there he has been doing splendid 
work for the parish. It was through friend- 
ship for him that Arch-bishop Ryan of Phila- 
delphia came out to St. Louis and lectured in 
Music Hall for the benefit of the church. The 
lecture netted over $5,000 which was applied 
to the liquidation of the indebtedness on the 
church. He isa most popular prelate and a 
man of much ability. In case he is ap- 
pointed Coadjuator Bishop of Omaha 
it will very likely be with the right of succes- 
sion. Inthis event the appointment will be 
almost as good as ~ 9 | u the church, for 
Omaba is sure to be made the see of an arch 
diocese withina very few years. Fora long 
time a division of the St. Louis diocese has 
been talked about, and it has been generally 
conceded that when the division is made that 
the see of the new archdiocese should.be 
Omaha. As Bishop O'Connor is reported as 
beyond recovery the prospects are that in 
five years or less Vicar General Brady will be 
an archbisbop. 
BISHOP FOR sr. JOSEPH. 

Although the meeting of Bishps was called 
for the purpose of recommend og a bishop 
for Omaha it was said also after the meeting 
that the appointment of a bishop for &t. 
Joseph, Mo., was considered. For, years St. 
Joseph has been trying to got a bishop, and it 
is sald that at last the appointment of one will 
be recommended. Bishop Hagau of Kansas 
City was at one time stationed in St. Joseph, 
but the see was removed to the town at the 
mouth of the Kaw, and ever since then 
the Catholics of st. Joseph have 
been urging the appointment of another 
Bishop fortheircity. They were unsuccess- 
ful principally because of the opposition of 
Bishop Hogan.

LETTERS FOR THE NEW LIMITS, 


Postmaster Harlow Trying to Impreve the 
Service North, West and South. 


When the carrier limits of the St, Louis 
Post-office wore extended to the city limits 
four fourth-class Post-offices within the terr!- 
tory between the old and new limits were 
abolished. As at that time—and since—the 


force of carriers was short so few men could 
be spared to cover the new territory that the 
extension of the carrier system has been of 
very little benefit to persons residing within 
the new limits. The routes were made s0 
large that each carrier could make but one 
delivery a day, and in bad weather, or 
after days of bad weather, his horse 
found it extremely difficult to make one round 
between daylightand dark. It was necessary 
for the carrier who delivered on the faraway 
routes to start from the substations at a very 
early bour. Asan instance, the carrier cov- 
ering the route south of Forest Park is com- 

led to leave West St. Louls station, 
Compton + avenue and Eastern avenue 
at o’clock and drive all day over 
bottomless roads to deliver mall that 
arrived in the central Tost-oflce from twelve 
to twenty-four hours before he started on his 
round. ot a letter that he delivers gets to 
ite destination in less than twenty hours after 
ite arrival in the city, and it is a lucky letter 
that reaches its destination on that route 
—4 thirty-six hours after its arrival in St. 

uls. 

Postmaster Harlow proposes to remedy this 
and the superintendents of the sub-stations are 
investigating the subject with a view of sug- 
gesting improvements. The first reform will 

o away with the long drives from the 
stations to the beginning of the routes. 
Routes will be reduced where it is 
possible, and where railroads are con 
venient the carriers’ bags will be made up in 
the central office after the arrival of the murn- 
ing trains and sent to some convenient point 
on theirroutes by train. This will greatly im- 

rove the service and make it of some real 

enefit to the new limits inhabitants.

VAIL ARRAIGNED. 


A PRELIMINARY HEARING ON THE CHARGE 
OF MURDER AGAINST HIM. 
Prosecuting Attorney Mudd Says He Can 
Show Cause to Warrant Patting Charlies 
Vall on Trial for His Life if the Grand 
Jury Will Indict—The Hearing in Prog- 

ress To-Day at St. Charles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. CHARLES, Mo., Feb. 27.—An hour before 
the time set forthe preliminary examination 
of Charles F. Vail to begin the quaint old 
Court-house was crowded with curious spec- 
tators, who waited with impatience the open- 
ing of the case which is now the sensation of 
the city and all the country roundabout. The 
morning wascoldand raw and rainy. The 
roads were muddy and traveling inconvenient, 
yet the people had come for miles to hear the 
witnesses tell how Fannie Vail died, 
and those who were fortunate enough to 
obtain seats clung to them as if they 
were treasures. The court was late in as- 
sembling and the writ was long and tiresome. 
Charles P. Johnson came from St. Louis on 
the train this morning and with him were Mrs. 
Maryth Slattery, Mr. and Mrs. George Slattery 
and Misses Christie and Ursie Slattery. Mr. 
McAtee and his family are here with numerous 
friends and relatives. Valil’s attorneys ar- 
rived last night and visited the jail, but it was 
not convenient to admit them and they could 
not see him until this morning. Vall's father, 
Geo. N. Vail, his mother ana sister, Miss Nora, 
are with him and friends have called upon 
him to offer their sympathy. 

THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION 
is likely to be in fact a trial. Every witness 
has been summoned, and there is a host of 
them in attendance. Fully thirty were called 
for the State, and quite as many for the de- 
fense, but in some cases the same witnesses 
were summoned by both sides. Itis expected 
that the hearing will continue certainly 
through the remainder of this week, and per- 
haps into next. Shortly before the court 
met Sheriff Schneider cleared the front bench 
in the court-room, and soon Mrs. SBiat- 
tery and her daughters came in and 
occupied it.

HENSON MUST HANG. 


JUDGE NORMILE REFUSES TO GRANT HIM 
ANEW TRIAL 


Arguments in the Criminal Court To- Day to 
Save the Prisoner From the Gallows— 
Points of Law on the Degrees of Marder 
and the Mitigating Circumstances in 
Homicides—The Evidence Necessary for 
mn Conviction on a Charge. 


This morning in the Criminal Court Attor- 
néys Mulvihill and McGinniss argued before 
Judge Normile their motion for a new trisl 
made in behalf of Henry Henson. The latter 
was on Thursday, February 6, found guilty of 
murder in the first degree in the killing of bis 
wite, Ida, whom heshot at thelr home, 405 
South Fourth street, a little over a year ago. 
The defense was that the revolver in 
Henson’s hands was accidentally dis- 
charged. Mr. McGinniss wanted an- 
other continuance when court opened 
this morning, Dut Judge Normile refused 
to further delay the proceedings. The attor- 
ney then gave notice that a motion in arrest of 
judgment would be filed before adjournment. 
The Court ruled, however, that Mr. Mulvihill 
had agreed, in order to secure a continuance 
from last Saturday, to file the motion in ar- 
rest before the motion for a new trial was 
heard. Both motions were then to be taken 
up and disposed of to-day. 

This hope of further delay being destroyed, 
Mr. McGinniss opened the argument 
for Henson on the motion for 
a new trial. He laid down the principal 
point on which he based his. motion 
as an error on the part of the court in not in- 
structing the jury for murderin the second 
degree. He said thgt the testimony of the 
step-son, Gus Kreitling, who witnessed the 
xilling, was to the effect that Henson and his 
wife earlier in the evening had several times 
quarreled over the presence of a lame tailor 
inthe house. This, he claimed, engendered 
apassion which under the law admits the 
possibility of murder in the second degree. 
. THE COURT 

ruled; however, that the law held that to en- 
gender a passion a vile epithet or other prov- 
ocation must have been used. Mr. McGinniss 
held, however, that it was not necessary to 
use an epithet to provoke the necessary pas- 
sion. The court held, however, that in the 
testimony of Henson he had himself denied 
that he was angry at the time the revolver 


was discharged. This statement was made to 
further his defense ot an accident. Mr. Mul- 
vihill spoke on the same point as that raised 
by Mr. McGinnies, insisting that as long as the 
necessary passion existed there should be no 


dered. Cireuit Attorney Clover replied that 
even should such passion cause a murder the 
attorneys for the defense, under the law, 
would not be allowed to present testimony to 
that effect—the question of the ex

DURING ALL THIS ARGUMENT 

Henson had dat in his chair by the attorney’s 
table rubbing his right eye with one corner of 
his handkerchief. He was dressed just as 
when on trial, bis shoes being blacked and 
his hair neatly combed. He looked thinner 
and a trifle paler but was otherwise un- 
changed and stolid. When the motion fora 
new trial was overruled, he signed heavily, 
then rose from his seat and wentback into 
the cage. Five. minutes later he was again in 
his cell in jail. 

Attorneys Mulvihilland McGinniss will to- 
morrow morning file a motion in arrest of 
judgment. This will be heard as soon as 
made. Judge Normile will in all probability 
overrule this petition ana sentence Henson to 
death. The case will then be carried to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri and heard at its 
next session in April.

STATING THE CASE. 

Atthe meeting of the Southern Interstate 
Association, held last week, the question in 
relation to rates to Texas points was brought 
mp aud the following letter presented: 

„The mills of Missouri! and Kansas have 
been bulltin the wheat-raising sections to 
supply a legitimate demand for the consump- 
tion of the wheat. For years, before most of 
the mille now in Texas were built, the Mais- 
sour! and Kansas milis supplied the State 
with flour at very reasonable prices. But a 
small amount of wheat, comparatively, is 
raised in Texas, andso long as the capacity 
oftbeir mille was limited to the home pro- 
duction the profits were large and no com- 
plaints were made, Stimulated by these large 
profits very many new mille of large size were 
bullt with a capacity far in excess of the 
wheat producing power of the State. Asa 
consequence, relative prices of the home- 
grown crop bave largely increased, and now 
it is insisted upon that Northern milis shall 
be shut out ofalarge share of Texas by the 
manipulation of freight rates, that Texas 
milis, built, many of them, where practically 
no wheatis grown, may be insured a profit. 
Northern mills had established this trade 
years ago, and if now they can supply it with 
flour at less price than Texas mills can, if on 
an equal footing, is it not just to the people of 
‘Texas that they should be permitted so to do? 


Five cents per hundred less on wheat than on 
flour means 3 cents per bushei less to the raiser 
of wheat in Texas than he would get If rates on 
flour and wheat were the same, forthe Texas 
miller will pay no more for wheat than he can 
lay itdown for from Missouri or Kansas, so it 
can be very readily seen that the arrangement 
of rates, that makes wheat less than flour, 
discriminates both against the wheat raiser 
and the flour consumer; in short, against, 
practically, the entire population of Texas, 
save the mill owners of the State. 
UNFAIR FREIGHT RATES. 

„„We would further call your attention to the 
unfairness to Northern mills of an advance in 
rates at this time. Seen ee ee , full of

paid only 30 cent 
rates. An advance at this time to 46 
cents would have the effect of shut- 
trng off all shipments, both of wheat 
flour, until! these stocks were marketed. Pres- 
ent rate on wheat was made at solicitation of 
Texas millers, and it is only just. that they 
should ‘be continued through the season. 
Now let the railroads give due consideration 
to whatisafairand just rate on wheat and 
Hour to Texas points, and so adjust them to 
take effect between seasons, say June or July 
1, and then stick to them, understanding that 
we do not make a claim for low rates, but for 
those that are fair and right for all parties in 
interest, only insisting upon the same rates 
for wheat and its products. Wheat and flour 
rates are the same from all Western and 
Northwestern points to the coast, and have 
been for many years. Your grain and flour 
rates to principal Arkansas points are 
the same; your wheat and flour 
rates from the West and Southwest 
to St. Louis and the East are the same, anda 
continuance of 5 cents per 100, or any differ- 
ence, to Texas points is unjust discriminatiun 
against all the mille we represent, as well as 
against the people of Texas, Which, it brought 
to judicial investigation would doubtless be 
rohibited as unwarranted protection of a 
ew milis atthe expense of the many mills of 
the North, as well as of the people of Texas. 
We do not desire, and we hope it will not be 
necessary for us to institute legal proceedings 
to establish the principle we contend for of 
equal rates on flour and wheat, but in this 
connection we refer you to a recent decision 
f the Interstate Commission, a synopsis of 
hich is attached and which we think covers 
point discussed herein.

THE SPRING TRADE OPENS UNDER MOST 
EXCELLENT AUSPICES. 
— — 


Parchases Made by st. Louis Houses the 
Largest on Record—Opinions of Repre. 
sentatives of the Eastern Wholesale 
Trade—Growth of the Business eof St. 
Louls—A Splendid Record. 


CCORDING to the ac- 
counts given both by 
the St. Louis whoie- 
sale merchants and 
tthe commercial trav- 
lers from Eastern 
cities, the prospects 
are that the spring 
trade will be the larg- 
est ever known. Up 
to the present time 
the spring trade from 
— . the districts tributary 
to St. Louis has not set in, but letters have 
been received from all quarters stating that 
the purchases will be exceptionally large, 
and that a much greater variety of goods 
would be required than had deen the case in 
times past. The Eastern manufactories were 
informed of the condition of affairs, and the 
consequence ig that never before have there 
been so many drummers in the city in answer 
to the demands of their calling. 
EVERY HOTEL is FULL 
to overflowing and the guests are generally 
obliged to content themselves with much 
more circumscribed quartersthan they de- 
sire. Never has there been so great a demand 
for sample tables at the notels, and the drum- 
mers are kept busy from morning until night. 
The hotel porters are impressed with the fact 
thatthe trunks that they have to handle are 
larger and more numerous than at any time 
during their experience, and also that a 
most unusual number are forwarded 
from the East to the representatives 
of manufacturers already in the 
city. Inquiries were made of a number of 
commercial travelers, and without exception 
they agreed that trade was better, both in 
quality and quantity, than ever before. A 
representative of a large New York dry goods 
house said: 

*‘A great change has come over the South- 
western and Western trade during the last 
eighteen months. The old-fashioned ‘South- 
ern goods,’ consisting of clothing and dress 
goods of rough texture and inferior quality, 
are not nearly so much in demand as they 
were, and more than one house has suffered 


serious loss on account of having a large 
stock on band that cannot be profitably dis- 


posed of. 

THIS 18 NOT BECAUSE 
the people are buying less, but because they 
are buying more, and demand a better quan- 
tity of fabrics. Last fail the sales were very 
heavy, but will be cast into the shade by this 
spring. But one line of business shows a lack 
of prosperity, the clothing trade. There has 
been a very heavy loss among those who 
have laid in a stock of winter clothing, as the 
mildness of the season has been such as to 
prevent a heavy demand, and there is much 
stock on hand that has not been sold. But 
Iam informed that there will be few fallures 
in consequence, as most of the merchants are 
abie to stand the loss. A notable feature of 
the present condition of business is that St. 
Louis is becoming almost the only source of 
supply of the country to the West and South- 
west. A year or two ago lusedto stop here, 
and then * to Arkansas, Texas and Southern 
Kansas. now find thisto be useless, as the 
merchants in the towns and villages 
prefer to come here and make their 
purchases. There has been no diminution 
of trade on this account, but rather avery 
large increase, the difference being that we 
sell our goods here, and they are distributed 
from St. uis. 

THE STOCKS CARRIED 
by local houses must be larger by from 50 to 
150 per cent than they were three years ago, 
and I belleve that the mercbants must be 
making a great deal of money. Certainly as 
far as an outsider can judge they are doing a 
splendid business. Their orders are increas- 
lag in amount, and there is scarcely any de- 
mand for long credits. In fact the 
inguiry is frequently made as to what 
discount we will give for Cash. 
Another most noticeable indication is the fact 
that St. Louls debts are about the best inthe 
country. Such a thing as a bad debt is sel- 
dom made by a large wholesale house that 
sells in this city. Suits are of the rarest oc- 
currence, and a request for an extension of 
the time of payment is very seldom made. 
Take it altogether, St. Louis is about the most 
satisfactory market in the country. It bas 
long had an excellent reputation, but during 
the past two or three years the amounts lost 
by bad debts have not been worth reckoning.” 
Other commercial travelers spoke in the same 
strain and predicted a year of unexampled 
prosperity for this city.

SLASHED A BRITISH SUBJECT, 


The Doctors of a New York Hospital Will 
Have to Rise and Explain. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Disraron. 

New Tonk, Feb. 27.—The body of Richard 
Barrett, the Eoglish murderer who cut bis 
throat at Police headquarters and afterward 
died at St. Vincent’s Hospital, now lies on a 
marble Aab at the City Morgue. The dead 
man’s body ie mutilated, an autopsy having 
been performed by the doctors at the hospital. 
The trunk of the body is cut and hacked and 


portions of itare missing. The British Con- 
sul General in this olty says he will imme- 
diately make inquirics as to why a British 
subject was so mutilated, granting even thet 
be was a murderer. 

The doctors at the hospital tnrow the blame 
of the affair on a coroner’s doctor, Mr. 
O’ Hare, and there is likely to be a sensational 
littie episode ovér the autopsy on Barrett. 

The police first learned that Barrett’s body 
had been touched by the surgeons when In- 
spector Byrnes sent for photographs of the 
dead man. Thos. F. Adams, the Detective 
Sergeant, who has charge of the photograph- 
ing and receiving department of the Detective 
Bureau, visited the hospital Tuesday and the 
doctors arranged the dead man’s body so that 
a photograph could be taken. They sewed up 
the wound that Barrettinflicted in his neck 
and four plotures were taken. Traces of the 
mutilation of the body were detected by 
Adams. 

Why, what ts thie you have done?“ he 
said. ‘‘You have cut up a British subject, 
and there will be the deuce to pay. 

„Oh, we got the Coroner’s permission. ’’ 

ou did? Well, no Coroner bas the power 
toallow you to perform an autopsy on a 
body which came here under the circum- 
stances that Barrett’s did without it is to as 
certain the cause of death, and you already 
knew what killed him.’’ 

As soon as Mr. Adams left the hospital Bar- 
rett’s body was patched and sewed up in the 
best manner possible under the circum- 
stances, and carried away to the morgue to 
await relatives or others who might lay ciaim 
to it. House Surgeon Beekman of St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital made a full acknowledgement 
ofthe autopsy and the appropriation of a 
portion of the intestines to be used by a young 
doctor for knowledge. Dr. Beekman said 
that the body was cut by his order, and that 
Dr. Harbold performed the operation.

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WATERED WHIskKY. 


Methods of Chicage Dealers to Meet Com 
petition in Trade. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Collector Mamer has 
seized a number of barrels of whisky selected 
from various houses in the wholesale whisky 
business here, and the peculiar methods they 
have been following to meet competition in 
the trade have at least the element of nov- 
elty. The Collector said: ‘‘The attention of 
this department was called to the fact that a 
good deal of whisky was being sold by certain 


firms at a figure even below the tax cost. Af- 
ter a careful investigation we discovered that 
a number of dealers are in the habit of reduc- 
ing the proof standard of whisky and selling it 
to their customers fully 20 per cent below the 
proof guaranteed by the United States certifi- 
cate. After the whisky is gauged and ‘the 
proof found to be a certain standard, 20 or 30 
per cent of it is withdrawn from the barreis 
which are then filled up with water. The 
gaugers’ certificate thus states that the 
whisky is of a certain stan- 
dard, when in fact it is 
adulterated, the Government stamp thus aid- 
ing very considerably in the perpetration of 
the fraud on the customer. e seized a num- 
ber of barrels thus adulderated and have for- 
warded to Washington a detalied report of 
the whole matter. The parties interested 
have been up here to see me and claim that 
the practice is generally followed and is nec- 
essary in consequence of the keen competition 
in the whisky trade.’’
